Baptist  people  do  not  readily  unite 
nor  easily  co-operate.  With  them  the 
sense  of  community  is  not  strong  and 
the  conviction  for  fellowship  not  com¬ 
pelling.  They  do  not  easily  co-ordi¬ 
nate  obligation  to  maintain  loyalty  to 
individual  integrity  and  local  church 
autonomy  with  the  demand  of  the 
Spirit  for  “love  toward  all  the  saints” 
(Col.  1:4).  They  do  not  easily  har¬ 
monize  the  need 
for  contending 
earnestly  for  the 
faith  once  for  all 
delivered  to  the 
saints  (Jude  3) 
and  the  imperative 
call  to  “stand  fast 
in  one  spirit,  with 
one  soul  striving 
together  for  the 
faith  of  the  gospel” 
(Phil.  1:27)  and  “giving  diligence  to 
guard  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace”  (Eph.  4:3). 

There  are  reasons  for  this  fact 
which  need  to  be  known,  appreciated, 
and  adjusted  to  other  factors  in  the

HOW  TO  PREPARE  CHURCH  PUBLICITY  FOR  NEWSPAPERS

Editor's  note:  A  very  helpful  article 
entitled,  “How  to  Prepare  Church  Pub¬ 
licity  tor  Newspapers”  appeared  in 
tbe  Brotherhood  ionmal  for  July,  Aug¬ 
ust,  September.  The  author  is  Dr.  C. 
Sylvester  Green,*  editor  of  the  Durham 
(N.  C.  Herald  and  former  pastor  and 
college  president.  The  editor  has  re¬ 
vised  it  for  Baptist  Record  use  instead 
of  for  daily  papers  as  it  was  originally 
written. 

Let  no  one  deny  that  the  gospel 
story  is  really  good  news  in  Just  the 
same  sense  that  any  great  story.  It  is 
really  good  news  in  Just  the  same 
sense  that  the  gospel  story  is  really 
news  because  It  is  about  people,  human 
and  divine.  It  is  news  because  its  pat¬ 
tern  is  for  people,  and  news  because  it 
knows  no  distinctions  or  classes. 

It  seems  a  great  pity  that  there  is 
not  more  church  news  In  the  papers. 
This  is  not  the  fault  of  the  papers  in 
the  main.  They  do  not  print  Church 
news  primarily  because  it  It  not  made 
available  to  them,  that  its  value  im¬ 


properly  prepared. 

If  church  leaders  could  develop  a 
sense  of  news,  advise  some  meaiu  for 
gathering  the  news,  give  it  to  the 
paper  in  proper  fashion,  there  would 
be  much  more  news  in  the  papers. 

What  Is  News 

Church  happenings  are  news.  Any¬ 
thing  that  happens  at  a  church  is 
news. 

What  determines  Interest?  First, 
there  should  be  a  clear,  brief  state¬ 
ment  of  the  basic  facts.  Try  to  put  in 
the  first  paragraph  the  five  W’s:  Who, 
What,  When.  Where,  and  Why;  some¬ 
times  even  How. 

Get  in  as  many  names,  as  possible. 
Names  are  always  news.  But  be  sure 
that  the  names  are  correct:  correct¬ 
ly  spelled,  proper  initials,  proper  of¬ 
fice. 

Who  Should  Gather  The  News 

Arrange  for  one  person  to  handle  all 
the  news  for  an  institution,  church, 
or  school.  If  possible  have  a  reporter. 
(We  often  get  two  or  three  reports

IContinued  from  Page  One) 
making  of  the  one  body  of  the  Christ. 
The  reasons  are  found  in  part  in 
strong  eonvicUons  coneeming  essen¬ 
tial  Christian  principles  which  have 
been  wholly  or  partially  submerged 
and  neglected  in  the  conrse  of  Chris¬ 
tian  history  and  by  tUb  vast  majority 
of  the  major  denominatiolis.  These 
fundamental  and  central  Christian 
beliefs  tend  naturally  to  sectionalism 
nnless  held  in  cheek  by  other  ele¬ 
ments  of  onr  religion.  The  contempt, 
oppression,  and  peraeeution  exper¬ 
ienced  by  those  who  placed  their  es¬ 
sential  Biblical  concepts  at  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  faith  and  practice  made  them 
exclusive,  fearful  of  and  *  always  on 
guard  against  superior  authority  over 
individual  and  congregation  and 
tended  toward  provincialism  and  iso- 
bition. 

When  ihe  Reformation  movement 
arose  in  the  mid-centuries,  one  of  the 
four  major  forms  of  it  was  the  Ana- 
baptists.  They  were  the  only 
thorough-going  reformers.  All  the  rest 
stopped  short  of  the  logical  and  scrip¬ 
tural  goal  of  the  reformation  princi¬ 
ples:  (1)  salvation  by  faith  alone  in 
Christ  Jesus;  (2)  the  Bible,  the  Bible 
alone,  the  faith  of  ProtesUntism.  All  ' 
the  rest  retained:  (1)  infant  baptism, 
which  negates  the  personal  salvation 
principle;  (2)  state  church,  which  ne¬ 
gates  both  individual  responsibility  in 
Christ  and  the  autonomy  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Church  as  a  spiritual  democracY. 

The  Anabaptists  arose  in  numerous 
unconnected  groups  in  several  dif¬ 
ferent  countries.  Their  individualism 
and  group  autonomy  were  taken  too 
exclusively^  They  lacked  the  sense  and 
conviction  of  Christian  community. 
They  formed  no  denominational  fel¬ 
lowship  and  undertook  no  common 
task  that  would  draw  them  together 
as  one  body  of  believing  witnesses. 
They  remained  many  different  groups 
of  independent  churches,  recognizing 
no  inter-dependent  unity. 

Buptisis  Suppressed 

Modem  Baptists  in  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States  arose  In  the 
midst  of  a  Christendom  dominated 
by  this  Protestant  SUte  Church  sys¬ 
tem.  bolding  to  the  belief  that  or¬ 
ganic  and  organised  Christisuiity  de¬ 
mands  church  unity,  endowed  and 
enforced  by  the  political  authority  as 
guided  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority. 
Thus  all  Baptists  in  both  continents 
until  weU  into  the  nineteenth  sen- 
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tury  experienced  various  forms  of 
suppression,  oppression,  persecution, 
contempt

•u  individualism,  ludcpcudcucc,  aad  fiug. 
mcntatlea  was  sUmulaled  farter  by  Uh- 
caadillMis  df  plaaccr  life  lu  a  vast  W-r- 
rlUry,  sparsely  a  c  c  a  p  1  e  d  aad  with 
limHcd  facilities  fer  iaSerceuunanicaUoa 
sad  extensive  fellowship.  Out  ef  sll  this 
grew  up  la  Aaterlea  a  people  with  a 
cemmoB  name  had  in  gcueral  with  com¬ 
mon  experleacea,  beliefs,  and  practices, 
hat  w  ith  BO  sa<-h  anity  as  could  coastitute 
them  a  proper  draomiaatioa. 

For  nearly  200  years  Baptists  increased 
riowly  and  then  more  rapidly  under  the 
relaxing  of  restrictions  and  txinderances, 
which  the  develupntent  of  democratic 
urges  produced,  before  there  was  any 
general  institution  or  organization  to  ex¬ 
press  and  promote  tbe  sense  of  oneness 
among  all  the  scattered  churches.  Prior 
to  that,  two  needs  had  drawn  Baptist 
leaders  into  common  undertakings:  to 
propagate  and  to  defend  the  principle  of 
rellgioua  liberty;  and  to  produce  a  com¬ 
petent  leadership  in  an  educated  minis¬ 
try. 

Baptist  Grwwth  l~h<  usmlnsl 

The  progress  of  the  nation  along  the 
lines  of  Baptist  princlidea  was  attended 
by  phenomlnal  growth  of  Baptist 
churches  in  all  sections  of  tbe  expanding 
Republic.  Then  a  new  factor  entered  to 
draw  Baptists  towrard  a  common  unity, 
the  urge  of  the  missionary  obiigation. 
American  Baptists  were  preoccupied 
with  the  pressure  of  urgent  opportunities 
and  obligations  near  at  band  aiwi  had  a.v 
yet  no  such  contacts  with  the  call  of 
heathen  need  as  the  expanding  Empire 
presented  to  every  British  Christian. 

It  was  not  until  four  years  after  Con- 
gregatlonailsts  had  led  the  way  and  un¬ 
til  the  New  Tcftament.  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  Carey  and  Marshman  and  Ward  in 
India  had  led  the  Judsona  and  Luther 
Rice  Into  tbe  Baptist  fold  that  American 
Baptists  were  ready  to  organize  for 
world  missions.  The  Baptist  denomina¬ 
tion  was  a  direct  product  of  tbe  mu^ 
Sionary  InteresU.  Until  lgl4  there  was  in 
the  United  States  a  Baptist  people  but 
no  Baptist  denomination  with  unity  of 
consciousoeas,  with  corporate  fellowship, 
with  organic  life  and  common  respon¬ 
sibility  for  tbe  gospel. 

Tbe  General  Oonvention  was  nation¬ 
wide,  but  K  was  very  far  from  compre¬ 
hending  all  the  churches.  It  was  a  con¬ 
vention  of  sucb  American  Baptists  as 
were  concerned  for  and  committed  to 
mtssiofis,  at  first  foreign  missions  only.

At  night  we  were  at  the  Mississippi 
C!oUege  Ministerial  Association,  Rev.  Joe 
Cooper,  president.  We  were  delighted  to 
speak  to  them  about  vital  matters.  We 
have  always  felt  a  primary  reason  for  a 
Christian  college  is  the  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents.  Some  fine  ones  are  in  this  group. 

The  next  day  we  were  down  Ut  Union 
Association  at  Union  CTinrch.  It  was  tho 
best  meeting  we  have  attended  of  that 
association.

tural  authority  for  infant  baptism.

To  our  thinking  there  is  noth¬ 
ing  more  inconsistent  than  teach- 
that  a  poor  helpless  baby  who  <lies 
witliout  baptism  because  of  the 
neglect  of  parents  would  be  lost.

Instead  of  a  new  infant  baptism¬ 
al  order,  he  should  discontinue

It  should  be 
readable.  If  typed.  It  should  be  double¬ 
spaced  with  two- Inch  margins  at  top. 
bottom,  and  both  sides. 

Sentences  should  be  brief.  Avoid 
long  paragraphs.  Put  the  most  Impor¬ 
tant  facts  first.  Sometimes  lack  of 
space  causes  the  last  one  or  two  para-

Recently  it  was  again  my  happy 
prlvUege  to  visit  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Relief  Center  of  New  Orleans.  It 
was  a  thrilling  experience.  There  in 
one  section  of  the  warehouse  located 
at  801  South  Oljrmpto  Street  I  saw 
26,000  pounds  of  flour  ready  to  be 
processed  and  sent  overseas  to  feed 
the  hungry  peoples  of  Europe.  This 
flour,  every  sack  of  It,  came  from 
Ksmsas  City,  Missouri,  as  the  gift  of 
friends  of  that  area.  The  gift,  which 
represents  one  pound  for  each  Bap¬ 
tist  of  Kansas  City,  was  part  of  the 
total  shipment  of  65,587  jiounds — 34.- 
501  pounds  being  clothing,  and  an¬ 
other  5.086  pounds  being  canned 
goods.  The  shipment,  I  was  told,  was 
likewise  transported  from  Kansas  City 
to  the  Relief  Center  without  cost.

RICHMOND,  Va.— (BP)— The  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  session  at  its 
headquarters  here  adopted  a  1948 
budget  of  $2,973,317.  which  was  $18,008 
more  thsun  the  budget  recommended 
by  the  executive  staff. 

Of  this  amount,  $2^25377  is  for 
mission  work  overseas,  and  $285390 
for  the  home  office.  According  to  this 
budget  $409,036  will  be  used  in  direct 
evangelistic  activity  in  25  geographi¬ 
cal  areas  abroad,  $260,026  for  schools 
$59,750  for  medical  work.  $101,511  for 
literature,  and  $1,135,700  for  person¬ 
nel. 

E.  P.  Buxton,  treasurer,  reported 
receipts  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
1948  totaling  $4,500,000,  of  which  $2,- 
941,614  were  provided  by  the  denomi¬ 
nation's  Southwide  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram.  This  sum  exceeds  last  year's 
budget  receipts  tor  the  same  period  - 
by  $361,152.  The  Board's  invested 
funds  total  $5,430,928. 

Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  reporting  for 
the  relief  committee  of  the  Soutbera 
Baptist  Convention,  stated  that  $58,- 
086  has  been  appropriated  for  dis-* 
placed  persons  in  Earopc.  "It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  lkO««  af  these  unfor¬ 
tunate  people  arc  Baptists,  and  ww 
believe  it  ia  our  respoasibUity  to  help 
thcBB  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tanity  to  resettle  in  the  United  States, 
under  the  provisions  oar  Govemment 
has  made,”  Dr.  Sadler  asserted. 

He  reported  that  $25,000  has  been 
sent  to  the  committee's  European 
representative.  Dr.  J.  D.  Franks  in 
Geneva,  for  general  relief  work  on  the 
continent,  and  $15,000  for  a  feeding 
center  and  hostel  for  10,000  to  20,000 
Romanians  who  have  escaped  to 
Paris.  The  relief  committee  stated  that 
funds  on  hand  have  been  reduced 
to  $72343.  and  must  be  replenished 
if  appeals  from  Baptists  in  Europe  and 
Asia  are  to  be  met.

I.  PROPHECY.  What  is  it?  Not  mere¬ 
ly  or  mainly  prediction  of  coming  events. 
A.  T.  Pierson  has  said  that  there  are 
probably  1,000  predictions  in  the  two 
testaments,  of  which  about  800  are  in  the 
Old  Testament,  and  of  these  300  are 
Me&<'ianic,  that  is.  they  tell  of  the  coming 
Oirist.  Someone  has  somewhere  said 
that  approximately  half  of  the  Bible  is 
predictive. 

"Wlien  we  use  the  word  prophet,  as  a 
rule  we  think  of  a  man  who  is  foretelling 
the  future,  but  in  both  Testaments,  a 
prophet  fundamentally  was  an  appointed,  ' 
regular  speaker  for  a  divine  superior, 
whose  speech  carries  the  authority  of  the 
latter.”  A  prophet  might  have  a  message 
of  Judgment  or  of  exhortation,  urging 
people  to  turn  from  their  ways  of  wicked¬ 
ness  and  walk  in  the  will  of  God. 

Often,  however,  the  prophet  was  given 
a  vii-ion  of  the  future,  and  made  pre¬ 
dictive  utterances  concerning  a  great 
many  subjects.  But  hold  always  in  mind 
that  the  prophet  was  a  God-called,  God- 
fiUed,  God-c(nistratned  preacher  of  right¬ 
eousness.  This  was  always  his  certificate 
of  identification,  his  credentials  of  au¬ 
thority  from  the  court  of  heaven:  “My 
name  is  Elijah.  I  stand  before  God!” 

Im  regard  to  tree  prophetic  Uteratwre 
o«r  Bible  la  wnigne.  The  BabyloBlans, 
partirnlarly,  wrowght  owt  schemes  for 
forecasUag  the  fatore,  especiaUy  ia  re- 
istioB  to  war  aad  the  fortunes  of  kiag- 
doaaa,  aad  later  la  Greece  there  was 
developed  aa  elaborate  system  for  coa- 
aultlag  the  oracles,  yet  there  was  ao 
sach  body  of  prophetic  Uteratare  ia  the 
whole  ancient  wrorid  as  the  Hebrews  pos¬ 
sessed.  In  fact,  there  is  not  one  clear, 
definite,  true,  prophetic  utterance  in  all 
of  ancient,  referring  to  any  specific  event 
ihe  Msi  1,9M  years,  or  of  anything  yet 
to  come.  So  we  have  in  our  Bible  all 
there  is  of  the  genuine  God-breathed 
prophecy.  Let  ns  look  briefly  at  two  ex- 
a^les. 

n.  GOD’S  REJECTION  OF  FORMAL 
RELIGION.  Amos  5:21-6:6.  “I  hate,  I 
denpise  your  feasts,  and  I  wiU  take  no 
delight  in  your  solemn  assemblies.”  Of 
course  people  who  are  sincere  in  their 
love  of  God  and  their  profession  of  faith 
in  Him  ought  to  assembles  themselves 
for  worship,  ought  to  give  gifts  to  God 
for  promotion  of  His  kingdom,  but  when 
assembUes  and  gifts  Uke  the  place  of 
vital  Godllnesa,  they  have  no  place  In 
the  sight  of  God,  nay,  they  have  a  place, 
but  it  is  the  place  of  dishonor,  of  re¬ 
jection,  of  utter  abomination  in  the  sight 
of  God.  “Take  thou  away  from  me  the 
noise  of  thy  songs.”  Well,  have  you  ever 
heard  /the  noise '  of  songs”  that  did 
honor  God.  because  such  songs  did  not 
express  the  soul-deep  longing  of  the  sing¬ 
er’s  heart  for  God? 

Here  is  the  God-pleasing  alternative: 
justice  roll  down  as  waters,  and 
righteousness  aa  a  mighty  stream.  Jus¬ 
tice  here  means  judicial  fairness  be¬ 
tween  man  and  man,  as  ah  expression 
•f  man’s  sense  of  fellowship  with  God, 
and  for  His  holy  sake.  Of  righteousness 
Jehovah  says  It  rolls  down  as  a  perren- 
ial  stream,  one  that  never  grows  dry. 

m.  PROPHET  AND  PRIEST  LOOK

the  prophet  and  advises  him. 

“Run,  you  Visionary,  back  down  into 
Judab  among  your  kind  anc^ scold  them 
and  eat  your  meager  fare  there;  but. 
do  not,  I  beseech  you,  attempt  to  stay 
here!  You  are  in  the  city  now,  and  the 
city  of  the  king,  at  that.  You  are  not  the 
type  of  preacher  this  community  needs. 
Of  course  you  are  preaching  for  popu¬ 
larity,  but  you  are  a  failure  here.”  Note 
Amos’  answer:  ”I  am  not  a  professional 
prophet,  but  Jehovah  called  me  to 
preach  to  this  people  here,  and  I  have 
done  It.  As  for  you,  you  have  lined  up 
with  the  devil's  bunch,  and  you  shall 
eat  the  meat  apportioned  to  those  who 
do  the  devil’s  bidding.  Your  family  is 
coming  to  ruin,  you  are  doomed,  and 
your  king  is  destined  to  ruin  and  his 
people  to  captivity  in  a  foreign  land.” 
The  devil  will  use  the  servants  of  the 
Lord.  Those  who  accept  service  with 
him  thereby  devote  themselves  to  ruin. 

IV.  MICAH  SEES  THE  MESSIAH.  Ml- 
cah  4:1-5;  5:2-4. 

1.  We  have  not  yet  seen  the  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  this  prediction.  People  are  here 
said  to  be  seeking  the  house  of  Jehovah, 
but  no  such  thing  has  yet  been,  and  to¬ 
day  the  world  seems  to  be  further  from 
the  foretold  condition  than  it  has  been  in 
all  the  centuries.  The  League  of  Nations 
was  godless,  the  United  Nations  is  God- 
defying,  giving  no  slightest  evidence  of 
a  desire  to  find  and  walk  the  way  of 
God.  But  the  prophet  says  the  time  will 
come,  and  those  who  believe  the  word 
of  God  look  expectantly  to  the  dawn  of 
the  promised  day. 

t.  The  place  of  the  Savior’s  birth. 
There  is  nothing  ia  all  recorded  speech 
more  remarkable  than  this  predictioa. 
More  than  7M  years  before  Jesas  was 
bom,  a  prophet  pointed  his  finger  at  a 
little  village  in  Jndoa  aad  said,  "Behold 
the  birthplace  of  the  Savior!”  Who  ever 
pointed  ont  the  Mrthplace  of  a  president 
of  this  coutry,  a  leader  in  any  depart¬ 
ment  of  oar  national  life,  economic, 
social  or  religiotts?
